day, to examine and grant certificates 
to all practising barbers and to revoke 
the same in case they fail to provide 
clean service. 
Until the passage of 


the act, every barber mar obtain regis- 
tration without this examination, but 
after the bill is passed, the new bar- 
bers must display a knowledge of the 
ordinary sHin diseases 
before 
being 


granted the certificate. The fee for reg- 
istration was S3 and (I a year for re- 
newal and has been exit to 52.50 and 25c, 
respectively by the committee on pub- 
lic health. 
The inlentlan of these 


committees Is to insure good service 
and to generally clevato the barbers' 
profession. 
The law is in vogue In 


some of the other states of the cast and 
: seems to be meeting with success and 
general approval. Mr. Sheehan stated 
that in his estimation there an- be- 
tween 3000 and <000 registered barbers 
in Massachusetts now practising. There 
was no opposition and the hearing was 
closed.
